The first speaker 
who spoke briefly, but feelingly from 
the standpoint of the young men, 
giving the history of our country’s 
flag and Its present meaning. 
“ That old flag means nothing to 
me except the principles for which 
it stands,” said the speaker, “ and It 
has never gone Into battle except to 
bring freedom to ourselves or some 
one else. 
It is again ealed to ser­ 
vice in the same cause.” 
Rev. II. G. Stacey spoke with his 
usual fine thought and delivery, of 
the act? of our present enemies, the 
German Empire; of its cruelty to its 
conquered foes, Including the out­ 
raging of the helpless women and 
children of Belgium. Serbia and Rou- 
mania, the scattering of poisonous 
sweets from air craft; and of the 
seemingly 
insatiable 
craving 
for 
power to impress German “ K u ltu r” 
upon the rest of the world. 
“ This is not civilized warfare,” de­ 
clared Rev. Stacey. 
“Since the at­ 
tack of the German Empire upon our 


commerce, the issue is squarely up 
to us. 
If Germany is not defeated in 
France, we must try strength with 
the Germans on our own soil. Will 
we let it come to this? 
The men of 
America must answer.” 
Lieutenant Irie Mallette was the 
next speaker. 
He outlined the pres­ 
ent need for men to carry on the 
war. and gave many interesting facts 
and figures concerning the duties, 
pay and advantages of a soldier, 
“ A private 
receives 
$30.00 
per 
month, clear money, besides clothing, 
medical attendance, dental service, 
hospital care, etc. 
In fact he has no 
necessary 
expenses. 
How 
many 
young men in Brainerd are able to 
lay aside $30 per month, after pay­ 
ing the bills Incident to civil life?” 
he asked. 
“ Besides this, there are 
now 18 first class privates In each 
company, who receive $3 per month 
each. In addition 
to 
regular 
pay. 
There ar** also IT corporals, nine ser­ 
geants and three commissioned offi­ 
cers, with additional pay attaching to 
each advancement. 
And 
the 
men 
who volunteer, have not only the 
distinction of having answered their 
country's call without 
being 
com­ 
pelled to do so, hut there Is a decid­ 
ed advantage In being In the service 
early, and being trained to fill some 
one of the thousands of officers places 
that will be created as soon as our 
drafted force is assembled and sent 
to the front.” 
The last speaker 
of 
the evening 
was Sergeant Howard It Huston from 
the Duluth reft lilting office, In an 
eloquent appeal to the young m an­ 
hood of America to rise to its op­ 
portunity and answer the president’s 
call for volunteers. 
■ Our 
country 
needs 
assistance; 
our president has a ked It, and our 
young men have not responded as 
they should. 
Why? 
“ They are not ‘slackers’ as a rule. 
I do not believe It Ie because they are 
not patriotic, or because they are 
afraid. 
But rather because they do 
not fully understand the situation, 
and the great need for men to help 
carry on the war 
not this fall, hut 
now. 
“ If the Germans are allowed to 
break the Allied line in France, It 
will mean a much longer and more 
costly war, than If we stiffen that 
line with the needed additional men. 
and hold It where It la, until suffi­ 
cient 
pressure can 
be brought to 
bear to start a successful offensive." 
Sergeant Huston then a ked those 
in the audience between the ages of 
18 and 40 that had no dependents, 
and were willing 
to 
answer 
their 
country’s call to rise. 
Cards were 
passed on which 2 4 of the young 
men of our community wrote their 
names and addresses, signifying that 
the appeal to them had not been in 
vain.

Banner” by Mr. Folsom, 
the audience standing, the meeting 
adjourned.

Missouri hard woods, th** heavy, rich 
Iv colored grass and th** healthy look 
lug Ih-lds. 
Iii*- first city we came to was Dal­ 
las. 
Here I saw my first Mexican

square hut and Texas ranger.

las Is a poor town. 
About two hours 
west of Mal las Is Fort Worth.

Is a much better looking town al 
though not so large as Dallas.

Ll Paso is a city of about 70,009, 
situated on the Rio Grande, right up 
against the first range of the Rock tow 
What I have seen of the city Im­ 
presses me as It being a typical west­ 
ern city. 
The streets ar*- all 
as­ 
phalt, every one of them, sud the 
buildings ar* new and shining w hite. 
A two-story house Is a thing of the 
past. 
Bungalows abound In profu­ 
sion In every color, shape and style 
of 
architecture. 
Only 
one 
thing 
wrong with El Paso— it is too fright­ 
fully hot. 
Our camp is right on the outskirts 
of the city. bordering the residential 
district. 
We are up on a slope and 
can look over the entire city. This 
morning the sun came up out of the 
hot Texan plains and surely got all 
cooked up before it reached us at 
noon, as it was some sizzling old sun. 
About 
even tonight 
it 
will 
drop 
down over the mountains to cool off 
in the Pacific. 
The Rockies here are not nearly as 
high as the Glacier Park Rockies nor 
are they as rugged. 
They are cov­ 
ered with a pale brownish layer of 
thin vegetation even to the peak-. 
Across the river on the Mexican side 
they are green and a little, ©ors 


rugged. 
Anyway they are moun­ 
tains and look mighty good to me. 
The Post here at El Paso is divided 
up into numerous forts and camps. 
Each branch of the service has its 
separate tract 
and training 
fields. 
There are between twenty and twen­ 
ty-five thousand men at the Post. 
Quite a little party, isn’t it? 
I could write many more pages but 
I think I had better save tip some of 
my material for the next letter. 
Nobody knows how long we will 
be kept here 
maybe a month, six 
months or until the war is over.

Lately there has been 
complaint by senators and representa­ 
tives that this power will repose In 
men whom the president appoints to 
administer the various laws, as it will 
he possible for him to give personal 
attention to only a small purt of the 
great burdens that have fallen on the 
shoulders of the executive since tile 
outbreak of the war. 
Of course iii ease of charges of in J us* 
lice, maladministration and bundt ac­ 
tion an appeal can he made to tho 
president. 
But It is always difficult to 
get questions taken up by the presi­ 
dent, particularly when there are so 
many pressing, import unt things to be 
considered. 
The general opinion is that these 
laws making grants of so much power 
will in tho main he administered for 
the public good and by the hest men 
the president can find. 


March of Prohibition. 
It is altogether probable that the 
onward march of prohibition will con­ 
tinuo in tiiis congress. 
As long as 
they make prohibition a part of xvur 
measures it seems us lf tile prohibition­ 
ists will continue their headway. It Is 
doubtful if the various anti liquor laws 
could have been passed except when 
incoriMjrated Iii war measures. 
Senators and representatives from 
prohibition state's arid districts hesitate 
a long time before voting for anything 
that looks like serving the liquor inter­ 
ests. 
T hat is why such prohibition 
progress lias been made on war meas­ 
ures.

Congressman Crumton of Michigan 
referred to a man milking a speech In

house as "my

Young."

Meantime, he said, the Sinn Feiners 
would not be idle. 
They would ap­ 
point a constituent assembly ami ap­ 
peal to the peace conference. 
lf the nation rallied they would see 
a sovereign Irish republic within two 
years.
